Monument is athing ere&ed, made, or written, for a 
memoriall of ſome remarkable aftion, fit to bee tranſ- 
ferred to future poſterities And thus generally taken, 
all religious Foundations, all ſ\umptuousand magnift- 
cent Strucures, Cities, Townes, Towers, Caſtles, P11. 
lars, Pyramides, Crofles, Obeliskes, Amphitheaters, 
Statues, and rhe like, as well as Tombes and Sepul- 
chres, are called Monuments. Now aboue all remembrances (by which 
men hauc endeuoured, cucn in deſpight of death to giue vnto their Fames 
etcrnitie) for worthineſſe and continuance, bookes, or writings, haue euer 
had the preheminence.

The ſepulchre of Lazarus was without the citic of Bethania : and ſo was 


that of 19ſeph without Icruſalem. 

S$4ndys in the relation of bis long iourney, tells us, that hee was ſhewed 
the Tombe of the Prophet Samuel, as alſo the Sepulchre of the ſeuen bre- 
thren (who were tortured to death by CA ntiochws) fenced about with a 
pile of ſtones, ſquare, flat, and ſolid, both of them being on the top of two 
mountaines, neare vnto the citic of Emmaus; and in the vineyards on the 
North-weſt {ide of the ſaid citie, ſundry places of buriall, hewne out of the | 
maine rocke, amongſt the reſt, onecalled the Sepulchre of the Prophets, 

And thoſe Egyptian lofty proud Pyramids the barbarous wonders of 
vaine coſt ) ſo vnuwerſally celebrated , being the Regall ſepulchres of the 
Ptolomees, were ereRed farrcoutof all cities, as the ſaid Traucller tells vs, 


who did ſee ſo much of the ruincs thereof, as time hath not deuoured. 
The Athenians buricd ſuch as were ſlaine in bartell,and other honoura- 


ble perſonages, in a place without the Citie called Ceramnicus. | 
& herein England, the interments of the dead were anciently farre out 


of all Townes and Ciries, cither on the ridges of hills, or vpon ſpatious 
plaines, fortified or fenced about, with obelisks, pointed ſtones, Pyramids, 
pillars, or ſuch like monuments, for example , Englands wonder vpon 
Salisbury-plaine, called Stonchenge, the {cpulchie of ſo many Britaines, 
who by the treachery of the Saxons, were {laine there at a parlcy. That of 
1/4da the Saxon Duke neare to Whitby int Yorkſhire, and thoſe of Carre. 
zerne the Britaine, and Horſa the Saxon,ncare to Ailesford in Kent. 

It wasa thing vſuall among our old Saxoh! anceſtours (ſaith Yerſtegan) 
as by T acitxe it alſo ſeemeth to haue beene-among the other Germans, that 
the dead bodies of ſuch as were {laine in the field, and buricd in the fields, 
were not layed in graues, but lying upon the ground , were couered oucr 
with turues, clods, or ſods of earth ; And the more in reputation the per. 
ſons had beene, the greatcrand higher werethe turues raiſed ouer thcir bo. 
dies: and this ſome vſcd to call Byriging, ſome Beorging, and ſome Buri- 
ging of the dead, which wee now call berying , or burying of the dead, | 
which properly is a ſhrowding or an hiding of the dead bodice in the 
carth; Of theſe kinde of funerall monuments you have many vpon 
Salisbury-plaine, out of which the bones of bodies thus inhum'd are of 
| tentimes digged vp; which the Inhabitants thereabout call Berics, Baroes, 
and ſome Burrowes, which accordeth with the ſame ſence of Byrighs, 
Beorghs, or Burghs. From whence the names of diuerſe Townes and Ci- 
ries arc originally deriued, Places firſt ſo called, hauing beene with wal's of 
rurfe or clods of carth, fencedabout for men to bee ſhrowded in, asin forts

13. that 70»a#han the 
valiant (brother to /#d4as the worthie) being ſlaine in battel] neare to Baſ- 
chama, and there buried, S;»-0» ſent to takethe bones of his brother 10»a- 
than ( T will vie the words of the Text ) And they buried him in Modin 
his fathers city, And all Iſracl bewailed him with great lamentation, and 
mourned for him veric long. And $:mou made vpon the Sepulcner of his 
facher,and his brethren, a building high to looke vnto, of hewne ſtone be- 
hinde and before. And ſet vp ſeucn pillars vpon it, one againſt another, for 
his father, his mother,and foure brethren: And ſer great pillars round about 
them, and ſet armes upon the pillars for a perpetuall memorie , .and carued 
ſhips beſide the armes,thar they might be ſeenc of men failing in the ſea. 
In like manner the Romanes (notwithſtanding their ſecond law of the

I; out of Durandw, Yipian, and other Authours, 
gives this reaſon : wherefore both the Tewes and Gentiles vſcd to buric 
their dead, without the gates of Townes and Cities, It was acuſtome in 
times of old (faith he) tharmen and women were buried in their owne pri- 
uatc houſes, or within their owne priuate gardens ; but afterwards for the 


was enaQtcd, That all burials ſhould bee wichout Townes and Cities, in 
ſome conuenient place appointed for that purpoſe. And howſocuer that 
this order was obſcrued by the Gentiles upon this reaſon onely, Scitecer w1 
in vrbibus mundicies ſeruaretur, (f ar minus inficeretur ex cadawerum pu- 
treſcentium fetore; Yetthe true Chriſtians,and ſuchas by their lively faith 
were adopted the children of God, had a farther myſterie in this their man- 
ner of interments; for by the carriage and buriall of their dead corps with- 
out their citie walls, they did publikely confirme, and witnefle, that the 
parties deceaſed were gone ont of this world, to bee made free denizons of

Saint Peter and Paul, commonly called Saint A»ſtins neare vnto Canter- 
bury, a religious houſe of his owne foundation,and together with him ſixe 
other Archbilhops who next ſucceeded him: whoſe reliques afterwards 
were remoued into the Abbey Church, of which I ſhall ſpeake hereafter. 
Cuthbert or Cudbright th'cleucnth, Archbiſhop of that Province, ob. 
| tained from the \Pope a diſpenſation , for the making of Cormiterics or 
Churchyards within Townes, and Cities, whereas, herein England, vntill 
| his time, within the walls thereof none were buried, Theſe following are

flourithed about the yeare of the world 2709) who firſt bewailed this Lz- 
n: their maſter, when he was ſlaine, in doletull verſes, then called of him 
AXlina,afterward Epitaphia, for that they were firſt ſong at burialls, after | 1 
engraued vpon the ſepulchres. Funerall monuments then of coſtly work- | 

man{hip, with curious engrauen Epitaphs, were called Sepilchra,id eſt, ſe- 
mipulchra, halte faire and beaurifull; the externa!l part or ſuperficics there- 
of bcing gloriouſly beautificd and adorned ; and hwing nothing within, | 
but dreadfull darkneſle, loathſome ſtinke, and rottennefle of bones , as it 1s | 
inthe Goſpell, cAar.23. And they are ſometimes called memories, 4 me- 
moria wel a monendo, in that by them we are put in minde, and warned to 


conſider our fragile condition ; for they are externall helpes to excite , and 
ſtirre vp our inward thoughts, habere memoriam mortis ſemper pre ocutis: 


to have the remembrance of death ener before our eyes, and that our bre- 
thren defun&, may nor be out of minde as out of f1ght.

aur « ſtates and places, haue alwayes beene allowed, and ſtately ſepulchres for 

| baſe fellowes haue alwayes lien open to bitter teſts; therefore it wa: the vie 

and cuſtome of reuerend antiquitic, to interre perſons of the ruſticke or ple. 

| beian fort, in Chriſtian buriall,withour any further remembrance of them, 

either by rombe, grancſtone, or epitaph. Perſons of the meaner ſort of 

' Gentric, were interred with a flat graueſtone, comprehending the name ot 

| the defunR, the yeare and day of his deceaſe, with other particulars, which 

' was cngrauen on the ſaid ſtone, or vpon ſome plate. And Gentlemen,which 

' were of moarecminencic, had their cthgics or repreſentation , cut or carucd 

| vpon a Termeor PedcRall, asit wereof a pillar,raifed ſomewhat aboue the 

—_ ground, vmbelico tenws : and this image had no armes, bur was formed 

from the waſte vpwards vpona Terme, which did bearc a true reſemb/ance 

of the fauour of the partie detun&t Vpon the ſaid terme (commonly) were 

inſerted, the name, progeny, match, ifJuc, vocation, and imployment of 
the defun&, with the day, yeare, and place of his death. 

Noble men, Princes,and Kings had (as it befitteth thern, and as ſome of 

them haue at this day ) their Tombes or Sepulchres raiſed aloft abouc 
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ground, to note the excellencie of their ſtare and dignitic ; and withal!, 
their perſonages delineated, carued, and emboſt, ar the tull length and big- | 
| neſſe, truly proportioned throughout, as neare to thelife,and with as much | 
| ſtare and magnificence, as the Skill otthe Artificer could po{libly carue and | 
' forme the ſame: the materials of whick were alabaſter, rich marble, rouch, 
 rauce, porphercy, poliſhr braſſe or copper, like vnto that made to the mc- 
 morie of King Henry the ſeuenth in Weſtminſter, who dwelleth more 
richly dead (ſaith Yeſcount Saint Albar in his hiſtory of that kings raigne ) 
in the monument of his Tombe, then hee did aliue in Richmond or any 0! 
his palaces, it bcing the ſtarelieſt, and moſt curious daintic monument of 
Europe, both for the Chappell, and for the Sepu'chre, 

Andas ſtately monuments were not due, nor allowcd,to eucry man that 
was of ability to cre&t the ſame; ſo ſwelling titles, lofty inſcriptions or epi 
taphs, were prohibited to bee inſcrib'd, inſ{culpr, or engrauen vpon the ſe- 
pulchres of men of meane deſert : but -nely vpon the mpnumerts cf fuch 
as were of vertue, wiſedome, and valour. as martial! men, or perſons of 
eminent place of gouernment in the weale publike, Which is not ob{crucd 


| 


| alrogether in theſe times : for by ſome of our epitaphs more honour i. at- 
-tribured 
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ributed to a rich quondam Tradeſman, or griping vſurer, then is giuen to 
the greateſt Potencate entombed in Veſtminſter : and their rombes are 
made ſo hnge great, thar they rake vp the Church, and hinder the people 
from diuine Seruice. Beſides ifone {hall ſeriouſly ſuruay the Tombes ere&- | 
[ed in theſe onr dayes, and examine the particulars of the perſonages 
wrought vpon their Tombes , hee may eaſily diſcerne the vanity of our 
mindes, vailed vnder our fantaſticke habirs and ateires, which in time ro 
come will be rather prouocations to vice, then incitations to vertuc; andſo | 
the Temple of God ſhall become a Schoolchouſe of the monſtrous habits 
and attires of our preſentage, wherein Taylors may finde out new falhions, 
| And which is worſe, they garniſh their Tombes, now adayes, with the pi. 
ures of naked men and women; railing our of the duſt, and bringing into 
the Church,the memories of the heathen gods and goddeſles,with all their 
whirligiggs : and this (as I take it) is more the fault of che Tombe-makers, 
then theirs who ſet them aworke. 
There was likewiſe made a difference of perſonages in the carriage of 
[ their dead bodies to the place of ſepulture , according to their ſtate and 
dignitie. Grear men of birth or qualitic were carrried in chariots drawne 
with horſes, trumpets and ſeuerall ſorts of muſicall inſtruments ſounding 
| before the corps ; mourners, and likewiſe many who ſung mournfull dit. 
\ ties in praiſeof the defun&: to whoſe further honour they did alſo ſer vpin 
their Temples, and other publike places,certaine ornaments,as ſcutcheons, 


crownes, and ſuch like: of which pompous progreſhon more in the next 
Chaptcr. Now ſuch as could not be interred with all this maieſticke ſolem- 


nitic, alchough they were of high parcntage, for that the charge was very | 
| great, were buricd in the euening by certaine men who had that charge, 
who were called Veſpillons. 

Men of meaner ranke; howſocuer neuer fo rich, were not allowed this 
princely kinde of prodution to their graucs ; for their corps were borne 
vpon their ſeruants ſhoulders, whom they had manumitred a little before 
their deaths, with a Trumper oncly ſounding before thern,and fome lights, |

don, and the like, The mourners were exceeding many, ( of which I hauc 
partly ſpoken before) with Trumpeters, and Multrians of all forts, moſt | 
doletully ſounding, and warbling forth their lamentable notes : the corps | 
of the defun& being garded, and attended vpon, with troupes of horle- 
men, which was accounted an extraordinarie kinde of honour done to the 
deceaſed: then laſt of all, Funerall Games, Bonefircs of moſt pretious 
woods, Orations, magnificent, ſumptuous, and moſt royall feaſts and ban- 
quets were ordained. 

But theſe exceſſive charges, theſe ſuperfluous and impertinent coſts of | 
tuncrall expenſes, were by certaine Lawes reſtrained, both by the Romans, 
and Grecians, and funerall charges proportioned, according to the wor. 
thineſle of the perſon deceaſed, and his meanes ; anſwerable to the valua- 


In like manner theſe Ethnicke lamentations, and fearcfull howlings for 
the dead, by hired mourners, were prohibited ; yet moderate weeping and 
mourningat Funeralls,was neuer diflaliowed; nay it hath been cuer highly 
commended, accounted the chiefe grace of Funerals, promiſed for a blel- 
ſing to the godly, and the want thereof, a maledi&ion or curſe ; and mo- 
derately to mourne after the interment of our friends, is a manifeſt token 
of true loue ; by it wee cxprefſle that naturall afteftion wee had to the de- 
parted, with a Chriſtian-like moderation of our griefe, whereby our faith 
to God: ward is demonſtrated, For as God hath made vs liuing,ſo hath he 
| made vs louing creatures, tothe end we ſhould not be as ſtocks and ſtones, 
voide of all kinde and naturall afteQion, butthat liuing and louing together, 
the louc of the one ſhould not end with the life of the other. And now to 
g0a little further, I ſay, that to mourne and ſorrow for parents, children, 
husbands, wiucs, kindred and friends,is notany mattcr of noueltie but moſt 


a traitour to his father, David the King : for ſo ſoone as hee heard of his 
death, he went up to the chamber ouer the gate (as the text is) and wept: |

The ancient Rumancs, before they were Chriſtians , mourned nine 
moneths, bur being Chriſtians, they vied mourning a wholeyeare,ciothed 
in blacke for the moſt part, for women were clothed partly in white, and' 
partly in blacke, according to the diverſitic of Nations. And if any Chri-| 
ſtian, man, or woman, in thoſe parts, wearing mourning , came to agree 
againe in aſccond marriage, during the yeare appointed for mourning, the | 
Matrimony was ſtayed, but thenceforward hee nor ſhee were bound to | 
wearc any more mourning. | 
Theſe examples conſidered, I obſerue that wee, in theſe dayes, doe not ' 
weepe and mourne at the departure of the dead, ſo much, nor ſo long, as in | 
Chriſtian dutie we ought. For husbands can burie their wiues, and wiucs | 
their husbands, with a few counterfeit teares, and a ſowre viſage masked | 
and painted ouer with diſhmulation; contraRing tecond marriages, before | 
they haue worne out their mourning garments, and ſometimes before | 
their cope mates be cold in their graues. | 
Young hcires may attend vpon the corps of their parents to their buri- |

T was vſuall in ancient times, and ſo it is in thele our dayes , for perſons 
of eſpeciall ranke and qualitic to make their owne Tombes and Monu- 
ments intheir life-time; partly for that they might hauc a certaine houſe 
co pur their headin (as the old ſaying is) whenſocuer they ſhould bee ta- 
ken away by death, out of this their Tenement, the world; and partly to 
leaſe them(clues, in the bebolding of their dead countenance in marble.

| ries trom obliuion. | 
Abſolon in his life time, creed a pillar, to retaine the memory of his

isin the Kings dalc: for hee ſaid, I haue no ſonne to keepe my name in re- 
membrance : and heecalled the pillar after his owne name, and ir is called 
vnto this day, CAbſolons place.

A S in former times the moſt of all Nations were ardently deſirous of 
£ Xdccent buriall, ſo Hiſtories de thew that the Ancients, and.namely | 
the Egyptians, were no lefle caretull, and curious to preſerue whole and 
entire, the bodies of the dead laid within their Sepulchres, and to keepe 
them from putrifa&tion, ſo much as they could poſhblie, which they did by 
this mcancs. So ſoone as any one amonglt chem (eſpecially of excmp.ary | 
note) was dead, they would draw outthe braines of the vetun, at the no | 
ſtrils, with an inſtrument of-iron, repleniſhing the ſame with preſeruariue 
ſpices z then cutting vp the belly with an Ethiopian ſtone, calied Laigne, 
and extracting the bowels, they cleanſed the inf1de with wine, and ſtuffing 
the ſame with a compoſition of Cafha,myrrhe, and other odours, cloſed ir 
apaine. The like the poorer ſortof people efteRed with Bitumen (as the in- | - 
ſide of their skuls and bellies yet ceſtifie, ſaith Sargxs, /ib. 2 who faw ſuch | 
their ſtrange embalmed bodies) fetcht from the lake of Aſphaltis in Tury. 
Said they by theiuyce of Cedars, which by the extreame bitterneſle and 
{1:catiue qua'itie, notonely ſubdued (forthwith) the cauſe of interiour cor- b 
ruption, but hath to this day (a continuance ofaboue three thonſand yeares) 
prelerued chem vncorrupted. Within their bellics (beſides their odorous | 
compoſitions) they encloſed certaine painted papers; and ſtrange ſhapes of | 
thcir Gods, in little models of ſtone or mettall : this done, they wrapr the x 
bodie with linen in multitudes of folds, beſmearcd with gumme in manner | 
; of 4 feare-cloth, ſwathled with bands of the ſame ; ſtaining their breaſts | | 
with Flierogliphycall charaRers , and fo laid them downe in ſuch vaults, | 
[as did belong to cuery mans particular familie. | 
C1merar, in his Hiſt, Meditations, ſaith, That the Ancients fixed nailes 
of bratſc; within their dead bodies knowing well that brafſe is a metral very

Within the Pariſhof Stepney in Midleſcx, in Radcliffe field, where they 
take ballaſt for ſhips; about ſome fourteene or hiftcene yeares agoe , there 
was found two Monuments, the one of ſtone, wherein was the bones of a 


man, the other a cheſt of lead, the vpper part being garnilhed with Scallop 
ſhels, and a crotiſter border, At the head of the cofhn, and the faot, there 
were two Iars, ofa three foot length, ſtanding, and on the fides a number of 
bottles of gliſtcring red earth, ſome painted, and many great viols of glaſle, 
ſome {1xe,fome cighr ſquare; having a whitiſh liquour within them With- | 
in the cheſt was the body of a woman, as the Chirurgians iu '$ed by the 


ſtone. And amoneſt the bones two printed peeces of Iett, with round heads, 
in forme of nailes three inches long. 

lt ſeemeth (faich-Sir Roberr Corrongfrom whom I hadthis relation) theſe 
bodies were burned about the yeare of our Lord 239. being, there were 
found diucrscoines of Pupienws, Gordran, andthe Emperours of thar time. 
And that one may conicure by her ornameats, that this laſt body ſhould 
be ſome Princes or Propretors wife here in Briraine, in the time of the Ro- 
mane gouernment. " 

[n the North iſle of the Pariſh-church of Newport-painell in Bucking- 
hamſ(hire, inthe yeare 16i9. was found the body ofa man whole and per. 


Skull. On cither {ide of her, there was two ſceprters of Tuory, eighreene || 
inchcs long, and on ber breaft a liccle figure of Cupid neatly cut 1n white 


te&t ;laid downe, or rather leaning downe, North, and South: all the con- 
cauous parts of his body,and the hollowneſle of cuery bone, as well ribs as 
other, were filled vp with follid lead. The $kull with the lead in it doth: 
weigh thirty pounds and fixe ounces, which withthe neck-bone,and ſome 
other bones (in like manner full of lead) are reſcrued, and kept in a little 
cheſt in the ſaid Church, neare to the place where the corps were found; 
there to bee ſhowne to ſtrangers as reliques of admiration. The reſt of all 
the parts of his body arc taken away by Gentlemen neare dwellers, or ſuch 
astake delight in rare Antiquities. This I ſaw. 

Thus you ſee by the premiſes, how magnificent our Ancients were in 
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theordering and cxpenſes of Funerals ; how ſumptuous in their houſes of 
| death 
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cath or ſepulchres ; and hoy caretull to preſerue their dead carcales trom 


putrifation; for ſo much as the ſoule, ſaith Sa»dys, knowing it ſelfe by di. 
uinc inſtintimmortall,doth deſire that the body (her beloued companion) 
might enioy (as farre forth as may be) the like telicity, giuing, by ereRing 
lofry Monuments, and theſe dues of Funcrall, all pothble etcrnitie. 

But now iudicious Reader vnderſtand, that howſocuer I haue ſpoken, or 
whatſocuer I {ball ſpeake hereafter of buriall, and the ceremonies thereun- 
to belonging: yet I ſpeake now our of Saint Augnſtineand Ludonicus Vines 
hs Commenter, that it is not preiudiciall to a Chriſtian foule to bee forbid, 
den buriall. For although the Pſalmiſt complaines (as I haue ſaid betore) 
how that none would bury the dead bodics of Gads ſervants ; yet this.was 
ſpoken to intimate their villavy which did. it ; rather then their miſery 
which ſuffered it, For though that vnto the eyes at man, thele acts ſfeeme 
bloudy and tyrannous, yet precious in the ſight of the Lord is the death of

| wanting in thereſurrefion; where not a haire of the head ſhall be miſhing; 
a new reſtitution of our whole bodics being promiſed to all of vs in a mo- | 
ment, not onely out ofthe carth alone, but cuen out ofthe moſt ſecret an- 
ples of all the other elements, wherein any body is orcan bce poſhbly in- 
cluded.

| honour of the dead, wherein neither the corps,nor reliques of any de- 
; fun, are depoſited, in imitation of whichour Hearſes herein England are 
fer ypin Churches, during the continuance of a yeare, or for the ſpace of 
| certaine moneths. $5 

|  Oaxia the fifter of CA»2ufiws, buricd her ſonne, young Marcelins, 
| that ſhould haue beene heire in the Empire, with ſixe hundred Cenotaphs 
or hearſes: and gaue to Fire! more then fiue thouſand French crownes, in 
| reward ; for the writing offixe and twentic Hexameters in her ſonnes com- 
| mendation : all which you may hauc for nothing, in the latter end of the 
fixth booke of his Zncidos. |

What ranger, or home-bred countrey-man, would not ardently long 
to ſec our rich, powerfull, and imperiall Citie of London; when hee reades 
or hearcs how ſpatious, how populous, how plenteous, and how faire 
builded it is? And who would not couct to ſee Paris, hearing that it is the 
capitall Citic of France zand as ſome will hauc it, of all Europe,farre greater 
fairer built, and better ſcituare then London. 

And who would not viſit Rome , if abilities of bodice and mcanes were 
all-ſuffcient, his occafions would permit, and that with fafcry hce might;

all the countrey of the Phlegyans was vtterly ruinated with an eart;,quake, | 


and flaming arrowes ſhot from heauen, which kiiled moſt of the people, | 


and the few that remained died of the plague; and tor this high handey of. | 
fence, their forcſaid king is ſtill plagued in heil. Which verlcs of /77 22, to |

| rooted vp, andbattered downe, Crofles in Churches, and Church. yards, 
+as alſo in other publike places, they defaced and brake downe the images of 
| ings, Princes, and nobleeftates; creed, ſetvp, or pourtraied,for the one- 
| ly memory of ,them to poſterity, and not for any religious honour ; they 
crackt a pceces the glaſſe-windowes wherein the efhgics of our bleſſed Sa-

lapius his golden beard, ſaying it was a ſaucie part for him ro haue a long 
beard, and his father Apo//o to haue none. But this his ſcothng ſacriledge 
was puniſhed in his ſonne Drony/i9, who was enforced to flic out of his 
owne kingdom; to trudge vp and downe likea runneagate, and in thecnd | 
to leade a priuate life at Corinth. Seldome ſaith one, thechildren ofchem | 

roſper, that ſcorne the falſe Gods, and belecue not in the true God. And 
wm the poſteritic of theſe Commitſoners haue proſpered vpon earth, or 
how puniſhed after death, God knowes all, howſocuer by men ſomewhat 
in their paſſages hath beene obſerued.

Forgreedineſlc of the braſle, or for that they were thought to bee 
Antichriſtian, pulled out fromthe Sepulchres, and purloined ; dead carca- 
ſes, for gaine of their ſtone or leaden cofhns, caſt out of their graues, not- 
withſtanding this requeſt, cut or engrauen vpon them, propter miſericor- 
diam Teſs requieſcant in pace. Thele Commithoners, theſe 9492-7, theſe 
Tombec-breakers, theſe graue.diggers, madeſuch deepe and diligent ſearch 
into the bottome of ancient Sepulchres, in hope there to finde (belike) 
ſome long-hidden treaſure; hauing heard or read that Hircanws ex Danidts | nſeyh. antiq. 
Sepalchro tria millia auri talenta ergit: That Hircanw tooke three thou: | 7444-13-44 15, 
ſand talents of gold out of King Davids Sepulchre; Crimen Sacrilegio | cod.thed ;

| THe Queenes Maicſtic vnderſtanding , that by the meanes of ſundrie 

pcople, partly ignorant, partly malicious, or couctous z there hath bcen 
of late yeares ſpoiled and broken certaine ancient Monuments, ſome of me- 
tall, ſome of ſtone, which were ereed vp aſwell in Churches, as in other 
| publike places within this Realme, onely to ſhew a memory to the poſte. 
| rity of the perſons there buried, or that had beene benefafors to the buil- 
| ding or dotacions of the ſame Churches or publique places, and not ro 
| nouriſh any kinde of ſuperſtition. By which meanes, not onely the Chur. 


| ches, and places remaine at this preſent day ſpoiled, broken, and ruinated, | 


|ro the offence of all noble and gentle hearts, and the extinguiſhing of the 


| honourable and good memory of ſundry vertuous and noble perions de- 


; ceaſed ; bur alſo the true vnderſtanding of diuers Families in: this Realme 
:who haue deſcended of the bloud ot the ſame perſons deceaſed) is thereby 
| fodarkened, as the true courſe of their inheritance may- be hercafter inter- 
| rupted, contrary to Iuſtice, beſides many other offences that doe hereof 
| enſueto the {lander of ſuch as either gaue, or had charge in times paſt onely 
to deface Monuments of idolatry and talſe tained images in Churches and 
Abbcycs.

But theſe Proclamations touke ſmall effe&, for much what. about this 
time, there ſprung vp a contagious broode of Sciſmatickes; w ho, it they 
| might hauc had their wills, would not onely have robbed our C hurches of 
| all their ornaments and riches , but alſo haue laid them 1cucil with the 
| ground , chooſing rather to cxerciſe their deuotions, and pu.biiſhtheir er. 
| ' ronious dutrines, in ſome cmptie barne, in the woods, or conmon helds, 
| then in theſe Churches, which they held to be polluted with che avhom1 
' nations of the whoreof Babylon. 

Beſides abour that time theſe forclaid wilfull Searies did penne, print, 
and ſpread abroad certaine ſeditious Pamphlers (us ſtil] rhey doe) againſt 
our booke of Common Prayer; againſt all Eccleftaſticall gouefrimient, and 
againſt all the rites and ceremonics vied in this our orthodoxall Church 
of England; inuenting, out of their owne corkic braines, a new certaine no- 
forme of Liturgie torhcmlſciues;thercby to bring into the Church all dif:

The Monaſticall orders likewiſe in chat age, ſerued God in continual 
prayer, watching, and faſting, and preaching the word of life to as many 
as they could, deſpiling the commodities of this world, as things none of 
theirs, taking of them whom they inſtrudted, onely ſo muchas might ſeruc 
their necefhicies; living themſelucs according to thatthey tavghtto others, 
being cuct ready t9 (ufter, both troubles, yea and death irfelfe, in defence 
of the eruth chat they taught. 

And 1 another place, {peaking of the religious and lay-people in the 
North countrev;They had no money (ſaith he)bur cartell, for if they tooke 
any money of rich men, by and by they gauc ir to poore people. Neither 
was ttncedfull that either money thould be gathered, or houſes prouided 
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for the receiuing and entertainment of the worſhipfull and wealthy, who 
neuer came then to Church,but onely to pray and heare the word of God. 


panicd onely with hue or ſixe perſons, and after prayer cnded,dcparted, Bur 
if by chance it fortuned, that any ofthe Nobilitie, or of the worthipfull, re- 
frelhed themſclues in the Monalteries, they contented themſelues withthe 
religious mens fare and poore pittens, looking for no other cates abouec 
the ordinary and daily diet. For then thoſe learned men and rulers of the 
Church, ſought not to pamper the panch, but to ſaue the ſoule ; not to 
pleaſe rhe world, but to ſcrue God. | 
Wherefore it came then to palle, that cuen the habite of religious men 
was at that time had in great reuerence;ſo that where any of the Qlergic or 
religious perſon came, he ſhould bee ioyfully receiucd of all men, like the 
ſeruant of God. Againe, if any were met going on iourney,they ranne vn- 
tohim, and making low obeyſance, deſired gladly to haue his benediction 
either by hand or by mouth. Allo if it pleated them to make any exhorta- 
[tion as they paſſed by, eucry man gladly and defirouſly hearkened vnto 
them, Vpon the Sondaycs ordinarily the people flocked to the Church, 
| or to Monaſteries , not for belly-chearc, but ro heare the word of God: 
| Andif any Prieſt came by chance abroad into the village, the inhabitants 
thereof would gather about him, and deſire to haue ſome good !ef{on or 
collation made vnto them. For the Prieſts,and other of the Clergic in thoſe 
| dayes, vicd not to come abroad into villages, but onely to preach, to bap- 
' tife, to viſit the ſicke, or (to ſpeake all in one word) for the cure of ſoules 
Who alſo at that time were fo farre from the infection of .couctouſneſle 
and ambition, that they would not rake territories and poſſcſhions toward 
the building of Monaſteries, and ereRing of Churches, but through the 
earneſt ſuite, and almoſt forced thereunto by noble and wealthy men of the 
 worid - which cuſtome in all points hath remained a long time after (ſaich 
| he) inthe Clergie of Northumberland, 
No lefle feruent in dceuotion, and auſtere in ftritneſle of life, in theſe 
dayes, were the religious Votarics of che female ſex. I had almoſt forgotten 
({a'th Capgrae) (in the prologue to his baoke of the Engliſh Saints) the 
' company of ſacred virgines, which like lillies amongſt thornes, deſpiſing all 
Carl! plezfures, with all the great pompe and riches of the world (many 
ot chem ting kings daughters) didin all chaſticie, pouertie, and humilitic, 
;achere one!y to their Sauiour [eſus Chriſt, their celeſtiall Bridegroome, for 
whoſe {ake (2s in this ſubſequent Treatife will be ſhewne) they did vndergo 
many exquiſite rorments, and in the cnd were glorified with acrowne of 
martyrdome. Deas ex ſexn elegens infirmiore vi fortia mundi confunderent. 
Ina Lieger booke belonging ſometime to the Abbey of Ruflord, I finde 
theſe verſcs following of the conſtant ſufferings of certaiae virgine martyrs.

C. in Cheſhire, | But T will conclude this Chapter with the words of Camden, ſpeaking 
ofthe Monaſticall life and profethon, 
| The profeſſion ofthis Monaſticall life (faith he) began when Pagan Ty. 
' rants enraged againſt Chriſtians, purſued them with bloudy perſecutions. 
For then good deuour men, that they might ſerue God in more ſafety and 
ſecurity, withdrew themſelucs into the vaſt wilderneſſes of Egypr, and nor 
(as the Painims are wont with open mouth to giue it out) for ro enwrap 
themſclues willingly in more miſeries becauſe they would not be in miſeric. 
W here they ſcattered themſelues among mountaines and deſarts, liuing 
in caues and little cells, here and there in holy meditations. Ac firſt ſolicary 
and alone: whereupon in Greekethey were called Moxachi,thatis,Monkes: 
but after they thought 1t berter (as the ſociable nature of mankinde requi- 
red) to meete together at certaine times to ſerue God, and at length hey 
began to cohabite and live together for mutuall comfort , rather then like 
| wildebcaſts to walke vp and downe in the deſarts. Their profeſhon was 
| to pray, and by the labour of their owne bands to ger living for themſelues, 
| and maintenance for the poore, and withall they vowed pouerty,obedience, 
and chaſtitice. Athanaſius firſt brought this kinde of Monkes, conſilting 
| of lay-men, intothe Weſt-Church. Whereuntoafter that Saint Auſten in 
Afﬀrike, Saint Martin in France, and Congell (one of the Colledge of 
Bangor) in Britaine and Ircland, had adioyned the funQion of regular 
Clergic. It is incredible how farre and wide they ſpread, how many and 
how great Ccenobies were built for them, ſo called of their communion of 
life : as alſo Monaſterics, for that they kept ſtill a certaine ſhew of ſolitaric 
living: and in thoſe dayes none were more ſacred and holy then they, and 
accordingly they were reputed, conſidering how by their prayers to God, 
by their example, dodtrine, labour,and induſtrie, they did exceeding much 
good, not onely to themſclues, but alſo to all mankinde. But as the world 
grew worle and worle, ſo thoſe their holy manners, as one ſaid, rebas ce/ſe- 
re ſecundis, that is, Gaue backward in time of proſperitie. 
But of the pietie of religious profeſſours in the Primitiue times, of the 
: | anQitic of Britiſh and Saxon Kings, of their Queenes, and iſſue royall; as 
| alſo of other perſons of exemplarie zeale and holy converſation; I doe 
; peake hereafter in particular, as I come to the places of their interments.

(which the worſt was) after theirexamples, many others (eſpecially ot the 
Nobilitic) did follow their licentious traces. Exam ples of Princes being al- 
waycs of greater force then other lawes, to induce the people to good or to 
euill.

To proue as much as I haue ſpoken. In the yeare of Grace, 747 Cath. 

bert Archbilbop of Canterbury , by the counſell of Boniface Bilhop of 
Metz, called a Conuocation at Clifte beſide Rocheſcer,to reforme the ma- 
nifold enormities wherewith the Church of England ar that time was 
ouergrowne. Our kings forſaking the companie of their owne wives, in 

thoſe dayes delighted altogether in harlots, which were for the moſt part 
' Nunnes. The reſt of the Nobilitie following their example, trode alſo the 

ſame trace. The Biſhops likewiſe,and other of the Clergie,that (hould haue 

beene a meanes of the reforming theſe faults in others, were themſclues no 

[eſſe faultie; ſpending their times either in contentions and brables, or elſe 

in luxuric and voluptuouſneſle, hauing no care of ſtudy,and ſeldome or nc- 

uer preaching Vhereby it came to paſſe, that the whole land was ouer- 

whelmed, with a molt darke and palpable miſt of ignorance, and polluted 

with all kinde of wickedneſſe and impietiz, in all ſorts of people. In which 
 Conuocation, after long conſultation with thoſe his Biſhops, or Suffra- 

ganes, and the reſt of the Clergie which were holden in greateſt eſteeme 

{ for their Icarning,.in number thirtie, for the reformation of theſe horrible 

abuſes, endeauouring thereby (like a good Paſtour) ro turne away the 

wrath of God which ſeemed to hang ouer this land, and to threaten thoſe 

plagues which not long after fell vpon it, when the Danes inuaded the | 
lame. 

E47ar ſurnamed the peaceable, King of England inthe yeare,g69.called 
rogether his Biſhops, and other of his Clergic, to whom hee made this or 
the like Oration, as followeth. 

Forſomuch as our Lord hath magnified his mercy to worke with vs it 
1s meere (moſt reuerend Fathers) that with worthy workes we anſwer his 
lnanumecable benctits: for neither by our owneſword poſleſſe we the earth, 
and our owne armes hath not faued vs; but his right hand-and his holy

ſed in all kindes of diſorders; which was no ſooner percciued, bur put in pra- | 
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arme; for that he hath beenc pleaſed with vs. Meete therefore itis, that we 
ſubmit both our ſelues and our ſoules to him, that hath pur all things vn- 
der our feet, and that we diligently labour that they whom he hath made 


part to rule the Laitie, with the law of cquitic, to doe iuſt i udgement be- 
twixt man and his neighbours, topuniſh Church-robbers, to repreſſe re- 
vels, to deliuer the weake from the hands of his ſtronger ; the poore and 
needic from them that ſpoile them. And it alſo belongethto my care, to 
haue conſideration to the health,quietneſſe,or peace of the Miniſters ofthe | 
Church, the flocke of Monkes, the companies of Virgines,and to prouide | 
the things needfull for them.. The examining of whoſe manners bitbdas | 
eth vnto you, it they liue chaſtly, if they bchaue themſclues honeſilly to- 
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ſubie& vnto vs, may bee made ſubicR vnto his lawes. And truly it is my : 
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| haue done that which we haue done, and to hauc giuen that which wee 


- wards them which bee abroad, if in diuine ſeruice they bee carctull, if in 
| teaching the people diligent, ifin feeding ſober, if moderate in apparell,if in 
 iudgement they be diſcreet. If you had cured theſe things by prudent ſcru- 
|rinic (by your licence I ſpeake O reuerend Fathers) ſuch horrible and ab. 
| hominable things of the Clerkes had not come to our cares. I omit to 
| ſpeake, that their Crowne is nor large, nor their rounding conuenient, but 
 wantonneſle in apparell, inſolencie in behautour, filthineſſe in words, doe 
| bewray the mdneſle of the inward man. Furthermore, hoy great negli- 
| gence is there in the Diuines, when in the holy Vigils, they will ſcarce 
vouchſafe to be preſent, when atthe holy ſolemnities of the diuine-ſcruice, 
they ſecme to bee gathered together to play and to laugh, rather then to 
ſing. Dy | 
5 will ſpeake that which good men Jament,and euill men laugh ar. I wil! 
| ſpeake with ſorrow (if ſo be it may be ſpoken) how they flow in banquer- 
| tings, in chambering and wantonneſle, that now Clerkes houſcs may bee 
thought to be brothel! houſes of harlots, and an aſſembly of plaiers. T here 
is dice, there is dancing and (inging, there is watching till midnight, with 
crying and {houting. Thus the patrimony of Kings, the almes of Princes, 
' yea (and that more is) the price of that precious bloud is ouerthrowne. 
' Had our fathers therefore for this purpoſe empried their treaſures? hath the 
' Kings bountifulneſle giuen lands and poſſcfhons to Chriſtian Churches 
for this end? that Clerkes harlots ſhould be pampered with delicious dain- 
| ties, that riotous gueſts may be prepared for; that hounds and hawkes, and 
ſuch like toyes may be gotten. Ot thisthe Souldiets cry out, the common 
' people murmure, the icſters and coffers ſing and dance, and you regard ir | 
not; you ſpareit, you difſemble it. W here is the ſwordof Zeuy, and zcale of 
$imeov, which kilied the circumciſed Sichimites, being the figure of them 
that defile the Church of Chriſt, with pollutedaQts, abuſing 7aco6s daugh- 
teras an harlot ? Whereis the ſpirit of Aroſes, that ſpared not his houl- 
| hold, kinsfolke worſhipping the head of the calfe? Where is the dagger of 
| Phinees the Prieſt, who killing him chat played the barlot with the Madia-

; condemned? Endeauour to imitate, O ye Prieſts in God: Ir is time to riſe 
againſt them that haue broken the Law of God.

An Act to punilh Prieſts for their incontinencie. Of which, ſo much as 

will ſerue for this purpoſe: | 

Item. For the more ſure and likely reformation of Prieſts, Clerks, and 
religious men, culpable, or by their demerits openly reported of inconti- 
nent livirg in their bodics, contrary to their Order: It is cnaed, ordained, 
[and tablilhed by the aduice and affent of the Lords fpirituall and rempo- 
rall, and the Commons in the ſaid Parliament aſſembled, and by authority 
of the ſame, That ic be lawfu'l to all Archbiſhops, and Biſhops, and other 
Ordinarics, hauing Epiſcopall iurifdi&tion, ro puniſh and chaſtice Prieſts, 
| Clerks, and religious men, being within the bounds: of their juriſdiction, | 
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| as ſhall be conuiRed before them by examination and other lawfull profc, 
| requiſite by the Law of the Church, of Aduourrie, Fornication, Inceſt, or | 
| any other fleſhly incontinencic, by committing thera to ward and priſon, 

there toabide for ſuch time, as ſhall be thought to their diſcretions conue- 
| nient, for the qualitie, and quantitie of their treſpaſle: And that none of the 
faid Archbilhops, Bilhops,or other Ordinaries aforeſaid, be thereof charge- 
able, of, to, or vpon any Aon of falſe or wrongfull impriſonment, bur 
that they be vtterly thereof diſchargedin any of the caſes atorclaid, by ver- 
eue of this AR.

T heſſall. 2. chap .2. caliyth him the ſinful! man, the ſonn of perdicion, gu; 
eſt adaerſarins of effertur adver ſus omne quod dicitur Deus , adeo vt m 
templo Det ſedeat. Doth not he ſytt in the temple of God, by dampnable 
difpenſacions. by dyſceyvable remyfhons, by lycnge myrracles, by fayned 


| reliques, by falſe religion, &c. And as he hath avoyded God out ofthecon- 


ſcyence of Chriſtian people, ſo hath he defeated Prynces of ther iuriſciti. 
ons, and debarred cuery commen weale from ther politick goucrnaunce, 
briagyng in his lawleſſe Canons, and deteſtable decrees, ſupplantyng the 
devyne ordynaunce of power yeuen to Pryncely rulers. And the cauſe 
why they haue bene ſo deceyued, S. Pawl declaryth, £o.quod dilectionem 
veritats non acceperunt. This legally conſideryd of your moſte prudent, 
ſinguler, and high pokitike diſcretion, aſwe!! by probable experience with- 
in your Domynyons, as by cuident examples of other Chriſtian regions, 
wher the Popis(ſhe vnruly regiment hath raigned with intollerable viurpa- 
cion, tyrannouſlye defacing all power of Prynces.

| nerall Counfaills, haue made a Law, by the which good people, lyving |

Forthely, that our ſayd Prynce and Soucraigne, accordyng to the liber-

| tence wrongfully geuen againſt him, by the Bulhbop of Rome, to the genc- 
rall Coundaill next enſying, and Jawfully congregate, that is to ſay, from

'truthe; and in the other nothing elſe but pompe, pride, ambycion, and

' and 7ohn 11 inter Chapleines; were authorized to recciue andenioy, during | 
| rheirnatura'l lives, all ſuch manſion houſes, ſtipends, and wages, in as larpe | 
' and ample manner, as euer they did beforethe litting of chat Parliament. | 
'  Whatother penſions were giuen, or how much the value in money was | 
of the yearely profits of thele fourc laſt remembred, } do not reade. But the | 
annuities or penſions appointed to the ſaid two knights,and the Confriers, 
amounted to the ſumme of two thouſand eight hundred and feuenty pound | 
the ycare, iſſuing out of the lands to this Hoſpital appertaining.

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All Monaſteries being thus ſuppreſled ; it followed that (vnder a faire 
pretence of rooting out of [uperſtition) all Chanteries,Collecges,znd Hol- 
pitals, were likewiſe by Act of Parkament left to the diſpoſe and pleaſure of 
the King : And all theſe Monuments ( atorelaid) of our torctatiers pictic 
4nd deuotion, to the honour of God,the propagation of Chriſtian faith and 
g00d learning, and aifo for the rel:cte and maintenance ofthe puore and 1m- 
potent (if without oftence I may ſpeake the truth.) Allrhelc, [ ſay, tor the 
moſt part, were [hortly atrer; to wit, within the remainder of his raipne, 
and the ſhort time of his Sonnes, King Edward the f1xth: cuery where pul. 
led downe, their reuenues ſold and made away: and thoſe goods and riches 
which the Chriſtian pictic of our Engliſh Nation had conſecrated vnto 
| God, ſince they firſt profeſſed Chriſtianity, were in a n.oment, as it were, 
diſperſed, and (to the diſpleaſure of no man be it ſpoken) protaned. 
Thus haue you ſeene, by degrees,the fatall and final! period of Abbeyes, 
Priories, and ſuch like religious StruQures ; with the caſting our to the | 
wide world of a thcir rcligious Votarics : chiefly occaſioned by their 
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owne abhominable crying 1innes, more then by any other ſecondarie | 
ieancs; a5 plainly doth appeare by the premitles All which Queene Mary | 
atrempted to haue reſtored to their priſtineeſtare, and former glory. But | 
all in vaine for theſe religious Editices with the lands and poſſcfhons 
thereunto belonging, were ſo infringed, alienated and transferred, that nei- 
ther the power ot Maicſtie, nor the torce cf Parliament, cou'd reduce them

to the Nunnes of the ſame oraer, another houſero inhabite in the ſaid Pa- | 
rilh, where neither of the orders matethere any long abode - but were ex- 
pelled in the time of the ſaid King, leauing onely the name of Sachettes Vn 
to the ſtreete, | 
About the yeare 1048. (the Sarazins being maſters of Teruſalem, and of 
the holy Temple which they ruined) certaine gentlemen and Italian Mer- | 
chants vſedto trequent the ports and maritime rowns of Syriaand Zgyvpr, 
who (tor that they brought merchandiſe which was pleaſing vnto thoſe | 
countries) were well entertained,not onely by the gouernour ofthe Towne, 
but by the Calife of «#gypt. Theſe Chriſtians going often to Teruſfalem to 
viſit the holy places, and hauing no p/ace of rerreat within the citic, they 
obtained leaue to build a Church, a Pallace, with certaine Monafſterics for 
the lodging of Pilgrimes. But in the end they cauſed an Hoſpital! to, bee 
bui'r for the recciuing of all ſorts of Pilgrimes, both licke, and whole, and 
in like manner aChurch, which was dedicated to S. /ohn Baptiſt. 

In the yeare 1099. thecitie of Teruſalem being recouered againſt the im- 
pulfions of the Infidels by Goaf7ey of Bullein iDukeof Lorraine, this order 
was inſtituted; the Kings of France were ſoucraignes of this order , who 
oranted chem diuers immunities. They bare fiue croſſes gules, in forme of 
that which is at this day called Ierufalem crofle, repreſenting thereby the 
hue wounds that violated the bodie of our Saviour. None were to be acmit- 
ied if ofa defamed lite, or notof the Catholike religion. They were to bef

As many orders, or neare thereabouts, as were of Friers, fo mayy were 
of Nunnes here and beyond Seas, for men in the feruencic of deuotion cid 
not precede the weaker ſex of religious women. The ſtriteſt Order of 
Nunnes is that of S. Clare ; A Lady wholiued in the fame time, and was 


borne in the ſame Towne of Aflile with $S. Francs. VVhich Fowne to this | 


day brags of the birth of ewo ſuch worthie perſons. Theſc Clares obſeruc 
the ruleof their Patron S. Francs, and weare the ike habit in calour. They 


they are called the poore Glares. This Saint C/are was the firſt Nunne of 


Santa Clara que in vita &f in morte mirabiliter miraculis claruit. Beata 
Aenes ſoror ſanite Clare, oy beata Ortulana mater eorwndem furre ordins 
Franciſco um. Saint Clare, who both in life and death was wondroufly ta- 
mous by her miracles. $. A2nes ber ſiſter, and 0rtulana her mother, were 
of the order of $. Frances. This S. Clare, (faith her Legend) touching tlic 
world was of right worthy and honourablelinage: and,as touching the {pi- 
rit to the regard of the ſtate of vertues, and holy manners towards God, of 
right noble reputation. 

Hauing ſpoken already of ſuch religious perſons as I finde to haue lined 
here in England in Coenobies or Couents, at the time of the general diſſo- 
lution: it remaines now, to ſay ſomewhat of Hermits and Anchorites, who 
had at that time their ſolitaric little cells or cabvins in Civers places of this 
kingdome, which carric ſti! the name of Hermitages, in and about the 
countrey, and Anchor-holds, in Pariſh or Abbey Churches.

And here giuems leauea little to ipeake of a certaine generall Pardon or 
Indulgence granted by Mlexander the (ixth; Bilhop of Rome, to. this 
Realme of England. By which he enriched himſelfe, and the Church-Mi- 
niſters, and empticd the purſesof many of the Kings ſubiects. 
Towardsthe latter ead of the yeare, one thouſand five hundred, being 
che yeare of [ubile (fo called, for that it is the yeare of ioy or deliucrance) 
the foreſaid Bilhop of Rome ſent hither to King Henry the ſcuenth, one 
1a/þer Powe or Pons, a Spaniard, a man of excellent learning,and moſt ciuill 
behauiour, to diſtribute the Heauenly Grace (as hee termed it) to all ſuch 
as (letted by any forcible impediment) could not come to Rome that yeare 
to the Iubile which was there celebrated. The Articles contained in the Bul 
of this great Pardon,or Heauenly Grace, were as followeth.

' by che right reuerend Father in God, Frarcs Godwin, now Biſhop of He- 
| rcfor:1) in thort time he was preferred by Theobald, Archbilhop « t this See, | 
 vnto the Aychdeaconry of Canterbury, the Prouoſtthip of Beuerley, and | 
| the ParſonaFes of Bromfeeld, and Saint Mary Hill: a Prebend in Paules,and | 
| another in the Churchof Lincolne, and withall commended by him fo ct- 
| fectually to King Henry the ſecond, that he recetued him into the number 
| ofhis Chaplaines, aduanced him to the honour of Lord Chancellour of

diſcharge. The firſt Biſhopricke he had, was Hereford, which he enioyed 

flue yearcs, from thence he was remoned to London, which hee goucrned 

about ſixe yeares (in which time, ſaith Walſingham,he was adnanced to rhe 
dignity of Cardinal)from London to Canterbury;which gracious honour, 
hee enioyed 12, yeares lacking one moneth, cuen vntill his death : which 
happencd the laſt day of Iuly, 1396. Helycth buried according to his will 
here in his owne Church, vnderaplaine grauc-ſtone (a lowly Tombe for 
ſuch an high borne Prelate) vpon which his pourtraiture is delincated, and

of Kent. And beſides diners ſurmmes of money, which hee contributed, he 
| boughta certaine Mannor called Heddre, and gave it to this his owne 
Church. In all theſe matters hee was much helped by Laxfranke, Archbi. 
ſhop of Canterbury, who cauſed him to take into his' Church, not ſecular 
Prieſts, as before had beene accuſtomed, but Monkes Benediines. Gun 
dulph himſcltc being a Monke of that order, vpon his firſt admittance to 
this Sce, he found onely fixe ſecular Prieſts in the Church, who were en- 
dowed ſcarcely with ſufficient meanes to liue according to their place and 
callings.Before his death he encreaſed his Church-reuenuesto that height, 
that it did and was able to maintaine fifty Monkes , ſome fay threeſcore.

This Biſhop buile a great part of the Caſtle of Rocheſter, namely, the 
great Tower which yer ſtandeth, Hee founded an Hoſpirall in Chetham, 
which hce dedicated to the honour of Saint Bartholomew, for the relicfe of 
ſuch people as were infefted with the foule diſeaſe of the Leprofie : hee en- 
dowcd it with ſufficient revenues; which grant was confirmed by king Hew- 
ry the third, and diſcharged of ail raxes, and tallages, by King E. the third. 

He founded the Abbey at Malling, which he conſecratcd to the blefſed 
Virgine, and placed therein blacke Nunnes. Which Nunnery he gouecrned | 
himſelfe during all his life time. And lying at the point of death, heecom- 

mendedit tothe chargeof one _AHnice,to whom notwithſtanding he would 
not deliuer the Paſtorall ſafte, before ſhee had promiſed canonicall obedi- 
ence, fidclitic, and ſubie&ion to the See of Rocheſter ; and proteſted by 
oath, rhat there ſhould neither Abbeſle nor Nunne bee from thenceforth } 
recciued into the houſe, without the conſent and priuitic of him and his 
Succeſſours.

Vnder which (as I gather by the 
date of the veare of Grace) Thomas Brenton Bilhop of Rocheſter, lyeth in- 
terred, who traueclled into many places beyond Seas + and comming to 
Rome, preached in Latine before the Pope many learned Sermons, which 
heleirbehinde him in writing. For which and other his rare parts, he was 
much admired, and became very famous. The Pope made him his Peaiten. 
ciarie, and beſtowed vpon him this Biſhopricke of Rocheſter, he being be- 
fore a Benediftine Monke of Norwich. He was Confefſour vnto king Ric. 
the ſecond; and a ſingular Benefaour he was to the Engliſh Hoſpitall at 
Rome.

"The Britaines record that Cadwadbo called the Valiant, King of the Bri- 
taines, after he hadraigned in great honour the ſpace of 48 yecres, diced in 
peace the 12 of Nonwember, An. 677.and was buricd in this place. Whoſe 
[mage great and terrible, eriumphantly riding on horſe-backe, beivg artifi- 
ctally caſt in brafle, the Britaines placed here vpon Ludgate, to the further 


care and terrour of the Saxons; the greatnefſe of which King is thus fur- 
ther expreſt,

And ano- 
ther of later times alſo affirmeth the place of this kings buriall to bee as yet 
vnknowne. King Henry the cight (faith hee) who ſubucrted ſo many 
Churches, Menuments and Tombes, lycth inglorious ar Windſor, and 
never had the honour,cither of the Tombe which hee had prepared, or of| 
any Epitaph that I now remember. But his Brotherinlaw King James the 
fourth of Scotland, flaine at Flodden, though the place of his buriall is vn-

This familic of the B/unts is noble and ancient, ſurnamed fo at the firſt 
of the yellow haire of their head; B/uwt ſignifying ſo in the Norman lan- 
guage; they greatly flouriſhed at Kinlet in Shropſhire, and by Elwaſfton in 
Darbiſhire, where Sir Raph Monntioy had lands in the time of Edward the 
firſt: from whence came Sir Walter Blunt, whom King Edward the fourth 
aduanced to the honour of Baron Mourtioy, with a penſion. Whoſe poſte- 
ritic haue cqualled the Nobilitie of their birtk, with the ornaments of lear- | 
ning; and principally amongſt them, Char/es late Earle of Devonſhire de. 
ceaſed ; Baron Mountioy, Lord Lieutenant generall of Ireland, and knight 
ofthe honourable order ofthe Garter: whoſe ſonne Monntioy Blunt cnioy- 
| cth his larids: who by the ſpeciall fauour of our late Soucraigne King 1ames

One Kebims (the ſonne of 
Salomon,a certaine Duke of Cornwall) Bilhop of Angleſey in Wales, flou- 
riſhed in his dayes, and trauelled with him into France ; and afterwards, 
went himſelfe into Ireland: where, by his good doftine, he conuerted ma- 
ny of that Nation to Chriſtianitic, 

Guitelnius the thirteenth Archbiſhop, trauclled oner Scas tothe king of

This was a religious Structure, firſt begun by King Stephen, and afcer- 
wards finiſhed, and her reuenewes greatly augmented by King Edwardthe 
third; in which he placed a Deane,twelue Canons ſecular, as many Vicars, 
and other Miniſters, who had their lodgingsin Canon Row, now the ha- 
bitations of diuers Noblemen and Gentlemen.Thele are the words ot King 
Edwards Grant. *

When hee was firſt 
made Abbot, he beſtowedall that he had gathered together, being Monke 
and Prior, in paying the debt of the houſe, which was tothe valuc of two 
thouſand and two hundred markes; and diſcharged diuers other fumm 

of money alſo, which particular Monkes did owe: he purchaſed good land 
which he gaue vnto them. VVhen hee went out of England, hee lefethem 
bookes to the value of 830 pound, and Copes, Veſtments, and other orna 
ments for the Church, worth 437. pound. Ar his death,he bequeathed vn- 
rothem, all his plate, priſed «t 2700. pound, and all his debts any where 
due, which amounted vnto 3954. pound, thirtcene ſhillings and foure 
pence. Healſoſent vnto this Abbey, the ſumme of one thouſand markes, 
ro buy forty markes a yeare land, to cncreaſe the portion of foure Monkes,| - 
that Caily ſhould ſay Maſſe for the ſoules of himlelfe, and his Parents. The| 

money that he beſtowed vpon this Abbey one way or other, is reckoned

ſcene in Philoſophic, both naturall and morall, in Phylicke, and thecanon 
| {L1w; very cloquent, an excellent Preacher; and cſtecmed fo profound a| 
| Duiae, as he was thought meete to bethe profelſour of Diuinity, or Dos | 
; or of the Chaircin the Vniucrſitie of Tholouze. Fortheſe his good gifts 
 hce was much fauoured of the blacke Prince, then of King Richard his | 
 {onne, who preferred him to the Biſhopricke of the Ifle of Man, from thar

This H#golin (faith M. Camden) was buried in the old Chapter houſe 
of this Church.

| On the South ſide of the Gate-houſe, King Henry the 9. founded an 
Almeſ-houſe for thirtcene poore men, one of them to be a Pricſt, aged fiue 
and forty yearcs, a good Gramarian: the other 12 to be aged fiftic yeares, 
without wiucs: euery Saturday the Prieſt to recciue of the Abbot or Prior, | 
 foure pence by the day, andcachother, twopence halfe penny by the day 
for cucr, for their ſuſtenance; and euery yeare tocach one, a Gowne anda 
hood ready made. Andto three women that dreſſed rheir meat, and kept: 
them in their {ickneſle, each to haue cuery Saturday ſixtcene pence, and c- 
uery yearea Gowne ready made. More tothe thirteene poore men yecrely, 
 foureſcore quarters of Coales, and one thouſand of good Fagots to their 
vie. In the Hall and Kitchin of their manſion, a diſcreet Monke to be ouer- 
ſeer ofthem, and he to haue my ſhillings by the yearc, &c. and hereun, 
to was cucry Abbot and Prior ſworne.

Euery of theſe pots had in them (with the aſhes of the dead) one pecce 
of Copper-money, with the inſcription of the Emperour then raigning; 
ſome of them were of Clandiwus, lome of Yeſpaſian, ſome of Nero, ſome of 
Antonins Pixe, of Traiane,andothers. Beſides thoſe vrnes, many other pots 
were found in the ſame place, made of a white carth, with ſong neckes an 
handles, like to our ſtone Iugs: theſe were emptic, but ſeemed to be byrie 
full of ſome liquid matter, long ſince conſumed and ſoaked through. For 
there were found diuers vials, and other falhioned Glaſſes, ſome moſt cun- 
ningly wrought, ſuch as I haue not ſeenethe like, and ſome of Chriſtall, all 
which had water inthem, nothing differing in clearnefle, taſte, or ſauour, 
from common ſpring water, whatfocuer it was at the firſt, Some of theſe 
Glaſſes had oyle in them very thicke, and eatthy in ſauour. Some were ſup- 
poſed to haue Balme in them, but had loſtthe vertue : Many oftheſe pots 
and Glaſſes were broken in cutting of the clay, ſo that few were taken vp 
whole. 

There were alſo found divers Diſhes and Cups, of a fine redde coloured 
earth, which ſhewed outwardly ſuch a ſhining ſmoothneſle, as if they had 
beene of currall. Thoſe had (in the botromes) Romane letters printed, 
There were alſo Lampes of whitecarth and red, artificially wrought with 
divers Antiques ; about them, ſome three or foure Images, made of white 
carth, about a ſpanne longeach ofthem. One, I remember, was of Pallas, 
the reſt I haue forgotten. Imy ſelfe hauereſerued (amongſt diucrs of thoſe

He had a wife named Martia Proba,a woman of perfe& beautic, and 
wiſedome incomparable, as by herprudent gouernment, and cquall admi- 
niſtrcation of iuſtice, after her husbands deceaſc, during her ſonnes minori- 
tie, it moſt manifeſtly appeared. 

She was a womancxpert and skilfull in diuers ſciences, but chiefcly, be- 
ing admittedto the goucrnment of the Realme, the {tudicd to preſerue the 
commonwealth in good, quiet, and decent order; and therefore deuiſed, 
eſtabliſhed, and writ a booke inthe Britiſh tongue of profitable and conue: | 
nient Lawes,the which after her name were called Martian Lawes. Theſe 
Lawes afterwards Gil4as Cambrius, the Hiſtoricall VVelch Poet, tranſla- | 
ted into Latine :and a long time after him, _4/vred, King of the Weſt 
Saxons, holding theſe lawes neceſlarie for the preſeruation of the comMon 
wealth, put them into Englith Saxon ſpeech, and then they were called af- 
ter that tranſlation, Marchewelagh, that is to mcanc, the Lawes of Marria ; 
adding thereuntoa Booke of his owne writing of the Lawes of Eng/and, 
which he called, A certaine Breuiarie extrated our of diucrs Lawes of the |

It is allo reported by Nemnir of Bangor, in the hiſtorie ofhis countric, 
thar afrer his laſt victorie ouer the Saxons, he cauſed his monument to be 
erccd at the entrance into Tanet, and in the ſame place of that great ouer- 
throw, which by theſaid Author, is called Zapis T:#uli, of vs the Stonar; 
wherefor certaine,it ſeemes, hath beene gn hauen. In this monument, hee 
commanded his body tobe buried, to the further terror ofthe Saxons,that 
in beholding this his Trophic, their ſpirits might be daunred at the remem- 
brance of their great ouerthrow. As Scipio Africanus conceited the like, 
who commanded his Sepulchre to be fo fer, thatit might ouerlooke Africa, 
fſuppoling that his very Tombe would bea terror to theCarthaginians.But 
how that deſire of Yortzmer was performed, I finde nor, ſaith a late writer: 
bur ratherthe contrarie;for an old Manuſcript I haue, that confidently af- 
- | firmeth him to be buried in London, which agrecth with theſe old Rimes 
of my rcucrend Monke of Gloceſter.

But it is high timeto take leaue of the Abbey, which at the firſt (as you 
may perceiue by the premitles) was endowed with much land, and man 
 targe priuiledges, and daily augmented, and luccelhuely confirmed by the 
charters of many of our Englith and Saxon Kings and Princes; and much 
enlarged in all by ſunaric Abbots, and other ſincere well-afte&ed perſons. 
' So thar before the diſſolution ſuch were the priuiledges of this place, that | 
the King cov! make no ſecular Officer ouer them but by their owne con- | 
ſent they were alone quire from paying that Apoſtolicall cuſtome and | 
Rent; wich was called * Rom-ſcoror Peter-pence: whereas neither King, | 
Archbithop, Bilbop, Abbor, Prior,nor any one in the kingdome was trecd | 
trom the payment thereof: The Abbot alſo (or Monke appointed Arch. : 
deacon vnder him) had pontificall wriſdiction ouer the Prieſts and Lays- | 
men, of all the pofeltions belonging to this Church, ſo as he yeelded ſub- | 
ction to no Archbiſhop, Biſhop, or Legate, ſave onely to the Pope of * 
tome. This Abbot had the fourth place among the Abbots, which fare as 
?2rons in the Parliament houſe. Howlocuer Pope Adrian the fourth, 

vhoſe ſurname was Breakefbeare, borne hereby at Abbots Langley, grant- 
-d this indulgence tothe Abbots of this Monaſterie , that as Saint Alban 
wasdiſtintly knowne to be the firſt Martyr of the Engliſh Nation: ſo the 
Abbot of this Monaſterie ſhould at all ttmes among other Abbots of Enp- 
ind, in degree of dignitie, be reputed firſt and principall. The Abbot and 
 Couent of this houſe were acquitted of all Toll through England. They 
made Tuſtices, «4 audientdum of terminanaum, within themſclucs ; and no 
»ther Tuſticecoul 1 call chem for any matter out of their libertie. They made 
Bayliftcs and Coroners: They bad the execution, and returne of all Vries, 
1c goods of all out-lawes, with Gaole and Gaole deliuerie within them- 
(clucs. And receiued rorheir owne proper vſe the Rom-ſcot (before ſpoken 
of) throughout all the County of Hertford, This Abbey was ſurrendred 
vp, by the Abbot and Monkes there , by delivering the Couent ſeale into 
the hands of T. Pope: D. Peter : Maſter Cavendiſh, and other the Kings 
viſiters, the fifth day of December, 153g. It was valued, at a farre vnder 
rate, to bee worth of yearely reucnuc, two thouſand fiue hundred and ten 
pound, fixc thillings, penny balfe penny, q:

' out of France : who by refuting this hereſic, gained vnto themſclucs a re-

In the Quire of this Church lieth entombed the body of Sir Raph $ad- 
leir, chelait knight Banneret of England, priuye Counſcllor to three Prin- 
ces. A man fo aduanced (ſaith Camdem) for his great Seruices and ſtayed 
wildome. Hee was brought vp vnder politicke great Cromwell, Earle of 
Eflex (as appeares by the proſe and verſe engrauen vpon his Monument) 
who, when he came to mans eſtate, cmployed him as his Secretary. Burt 
Hexry the eight concciued ſo good an opinion of his diſcreet comporte- 
ment, and ingenious pregnancie, that he rooke him from the ſcruice of the 
ſayd Cromwell about the twentie and lixt yeare of his raigne, made him his 
principall Secretary; and vſed his aduice in matrers of greateſt truſt and im- 
portance, eſpecially in the affaires and paſſages berwixtthe two Realmes of 
England and Scotland. He continued his loue towards him to the end of | 
his life ; and for the ſpeciall truſt and confidence hee had in his approued 
wiſedome and fidelitie, ropgether with the Earlc of Arundell, the Earle of 
Eſſex, and others, he made choiſe of him for the ayding and affiſting of the 
Executors of his laſt Will and Teſtament, by which his laſt Will (the co- 
pic whercof I haue in my cuſtody) he gaue him two hundred pounds as a 
Lepacie, 

Fn the firſt of Edward the fixt hee was choſen Treaſurer for the Armic 
ſent into Scotland, vnder the condu&t of Edward Duke of Somerſet, Pro. 
teQor,and 79bn Earle of Warwicke; where,in the battell of Muſſclborroyy, 
he ſhewed great manhood agd proweſle. 

His great diligence, faith Ho/linſhead, in bringing the ſcattered troopes 
into order, and ready forwardneffcin the fray, did worthily merit no ſmal| | 
commendacions ; After which Battle he with Sir Francs Brian, Captaine 
of the light horſemen, and Sir Raph Pape, Captaine of all the horſemen, 
were honoured for their valiant good ſeruice, with the dignitie of Knights | 
Bannerets. 

In the tenth yeare of the raigne of Queene Zliſaberh hee was preferred, | 
and aduanced by her, to the Chancellourſhip of the Dutchic of Lancaſter. 
But his honaurs and offices are moſt ſuccinaly engrauen vpon his goodly

The Tower and the Stceple of this Church was built from the ground, 
asthe inhabirants by tradition afhrme, by Xichard, Lord Rich, Baron of 
Leez, and Chancellour of England. A moſt prudent and iudicious Statcſ- 
man,a ſingular treaſure and ſupporter of the kingdome : who for his great 
good deſerts receiued the office of Chancellour of England at the hands of 
King Edward the {ixth. Howſocuer the Armes of the Buzlers, Earles of Or. 
mond (whoſe inheritance this Towne was in times paſt) arc cut in ſome | 
places on the ſtone. 

Robert Lord Rich, and Earle of Warwicke, lately deceaſed, founded 
here lixe Almes houſes, for fiuc poore impotent men, and an aged woman.

1653 inthe monethof October. Andbcing by our Anceſtours honoured 
| for a Saint, Richard de Beaveyes Bilbop of London, in her memoriall, builc 

here a religious houſe, of Regular Chanons, about the yeare 1120. in the 
raignc of King Henry the firſt. His grant I hauercad in the Records of the 
Tower, beginning thus. Richardus Dei gratia Londown Epiſcopus, rc. Saln. 
tem.” Sciatis quod egodedi Eccleſie Sandte Ofithe virgins de Ciz. eccleſias 
| de Sudemencſtra & de Clachentowa cum omnibus que ad illas pertinent, orc. 
King Henry confirmes and augments this donation by his Charter dated 
| ar Roanin the ninctcenth yeare of his raigne. And many others ſo added 
co the reuenues of this Monaſtery, that at the time of the ſuppreſhon,it was 
valued at 7 58. pound, fiuc ſhillings cighr pence. T his Biſhop, the founder, 
was diuers times about to refigne his Biſhopricke, that he might become a 
regular Cagon in this his owne new built Monaſteric ; and that the rather, 
| becauſe being taken with an irrecoucrable Palfic, he well knew his time to 
| be ſhort. Bur he ſulong deferred the execution of this intent, that he was 
ſurpriſed by death before he could performe it, the ſixteenth day of Ianua- 
ric, 1127. He was Warden of the marches of Wales, and goucrnour ofthe 
County of Salop, he ſate Biſhop twenty yeares, in which time (beſide the 
bailding ofthis Monaſtery) he purchaſed divers whole ſtreets, and much 
houling ncere to his Cathedrall Church of Saint Pauls, All which he pull- | 
ed downe, and leauing theground vnbuilt for a Cemirery or Churchyard, | 
encloſed the ſame with a wall, which for the moſt pare remaincth_; but at 
this day ſo courred with houſes, as it can hardly beſeene, The Canons of 
chis houſe defired his body to be hereburied : which they entombed vnder 
4 marble Monument with this infcriprion.

made knight, and naguralized in the ſeuenth yeare of King Hen. the fourth, 
as I haue it out of a Manuſcript in theſe words. 19hannes filizs Tohanns 
Hiukewood Miles, natus in partibrs Italie factus tndivena Ann. wit, Hen. 
ty. mater eins nata in partibus tranſmaring. 

The Florentines in teſtimony of his ſurpaſſing valour, and ſingular 
faithfull ſeruice to their ſtate, adorged him with the ſtaruc of a man of 
armes, and a ſumptuous Monument, whercin his alhes remaine honoured 
at this preſent day. The Italian writers, both * Hiſtorians and * Poets, re 
ſound his worthie as with full mouth. But for my part (to vie M. Cam- 
dens words) it may ſuffice roadde vnto the reſt theſe toure verſes of 1nlims

Boarchiex; that died before his father, and grandchilde to Hewry Earle of 
Eſſex, next before mentioned: ouer his Tombe hangeth as yer part of his 
achicuements, as the cote of his Armes, Helme, Creſt, and ſword. This 
Earlc brake his necke by a fall from his horſe, the twelfth day of March, in 
the one and thirtieth yearc of the raigne of King Henry the eight, 15 39.His 
horſe was young, ſaith Stow, and he the oldeſt Earle in England: for if you 
will reckon the yeares from the death of his Grandfather, who lincd after 


{ his ſonne, the father of this Henry (as I haue ſaid before) vntill the yeare of 


this hisfarall misfortune, you ſhall finde themtobe fifty ſixe; and what age 
he was at his Grandfathers death you may imagine; 

In the Hall of the Mannor houſe of Newton, inthe Pariſh of little Dun. 
mowe, remaineth-in old painting two poſtures ; the one for an anceſtor of 
the Bourchiers, combatant with another, being a Pagan king, for the truth 
of Chriſt ; whom the ſaid Engliſhman oucrcame, and in memory thereof 
his deſcendants haue cuer fince borne the head of the (aid Infidell, as alſo 
vicd the ſurname of Bourchier or Bowſer. 

Here are foure wondrous ancient Monuments of the Zownaznes , all the 
Inſcriptions of them are worne out, theſe few words excepted.

The Feciales amongſt the Romanes, ſaith one, were Prieſts. For Numa 
Pompilius (who flouriſhed circa ann. mund! 3183.) the ſecond King of the 
Romanes, diuided the inſtitution of diuine honour into cight parts, and ſo 
inſtituted and ordained cight ſeucrall orders of Prieſts ; and endowed the 
Golledge of theſe Feciales or Heralds with rhe ſeuenth parr of this his ſa- 
cred conſtitution, Their Colledge at Rome was compoſed of twenty He- 
raulds, choſen out of ancient and eminent familics, the chiefe whereof (tor 
excellence) was called Pater Patratus, becauſe by being chicfe of that com- 
panie, he ought to haue children, and his owne Father yer living. Their 
chicfe office was, To take care that the Romanes did not commence, and 
make vniuſt warre againſt any confederate Citric, and that if any ſuch a city 
had committed any thing againſt the conditions of the confederacie, truce, 
andentercourſe, then they were ro go as Embaſſadours, firſt ro challenge 
their rightin milde words; which if denycd, then toproclaime warre, Ne- 


Neither was any warre thoughttobeiuſt and lawfull, bur that which was 
denounced by theſe Feciales, or Heralds. 


In France (faith Andrew Favine) Heralds hauc cuer beene in high | 


eſteerac, and not onely the King of Armes, Mont-1oy,sS. Dens,but alſo the 
other Heralds, and Purſujuants, were of noble extraRion : and Monr-10y 
could not be admitted without making proofe of his Nobleneſle by three 
races, as well of his Fathers ſtocke, as by his mothers ſide. There was two 
thouſand pounds of rents in Lands and free tenure, allowed for the ſaid 
Mont-joy particularly, and athouſand pounds of annuall penſion, befides 
other rights. As for the other Heralds,chey hauc athouſand pounds in pen- 
ſion, with other rights and priviledges. 

Now forſuch rights and priuiledges as were granted to kings of Armes: 
and Heralds, ſome doe aſcribe them to the King and Emperour Chark | 
maigne : others to Alexander the Great of Macedon, and others to the} 
Emperour of Germany, Charles king of Bohemia, fourth of that name,nou-| 
riſhed from his youth in the Court of the Father of Cheualrie, 2 41/rp de 
Yaloys, king of France, ſixth and laſt ofthat name , as here followeth the

T he Priniledges gramted to Kings, and Heralds of Armes, tranſlated 
out of the French in the Theater of Honoar. 


My Sonldicrs, you are and ſhall bee called Heralds, Companions for 
kings, and [udges of crimes committed by Noblemen , and arbitratours of 
their quarrels and differences. You mult liue hereafter exempted from g9- 
ing any more to warre, or militaric fations. Councell kings for the beſt, rhe 
dencfit of the weale publique, and for their Honour and Royall digniie. 
Correctall matters vile and diſhoneſt : fauour widowes, ſuccour orphanes, 
and defend them from all violence. Afhiſt with your counſell ſuch Princes 
and Lords in whoſe Courts you (hall abide, and freely and withour feare, 
demand of them whatſocuer is needfull for you, as food, rayment, and de- 
frayings. If any one of them ſhall deny you, let him bee intamous, withour 
plory or honour, and reputed as criminall of high treaſon, In like manner 
alſo, hauc you an eſpectall care, to keepe your (clues from vilifying your no- 
ble exerciſe, and the Honour wherewith you ought to come neare vs at all 
times. See there be no entrance into Princes Courts,cither of drunkenneſſle, 
ill ſpeaking, flattery, babling indiſcrectly, ianglery, buffonneric, and ſuch 
other vices, which ſoyle and [hame the reputation of men. Giue good cx- 
ample euery where, mainraine <quitic, and repaire the wrongs done by 
great men to their infertours. Remember what priuiledges we haue granted 
you, in recompence of the paintull crauells in. warre, which you endured 
with vs. And let not the Honours which we haue beſtowed on you , bee 
conuerted to blame and intamie. by diſhoneſt liuing: the puniſhment where- 
of we reſcrue toour ſelte, and to the Kings of France our Succeſſours. 
Seuen Daniſh Kings, beſides ſome of Norway, and Sweden, haue had 
for their proper appellation the name of Herald, or Harold , which is all 
one with Heralt, ſairh Yer/tegan. So honourable was it accounted of in 
o1d rime, that ſo many Kings thereby were called, in regard as it appearcth, 
that rhemſclues might be honoured and reſpeed as the moſt couragious 


of the armie. 
Heralds (faith $row) (out of an old Hiſtory, written aboue (ixe hundred 


eares ſince, which he found in the Reucſtrie or Treaſurie of Saint Pas!s 
Church) bethey which our Elders were wont to call Heroes, thar is to lay, 
thoſe which were greater, or ſurpaſhng all men in Maicftie, and yet inferi- 


table, and ſurmounting all others in his as and feates, renowned in ver- 
rues, and friendly or gracious vnto them ; him would they magnific, and 
exalt in the higheſt degree, and as it were, with their gaod words make 
him cofin to 7ove the omnipotent. Placing ſuch nw the Gods, if it ſo 
were, that they had wrought ſome miraculous feare aboue the common 
courſe of Nature. But if there were no ſuch miraculuus or wondertull; 
deeds, but that through their vertues they ſeemed wonderfull and honou- 
rable, then thought they to call ſuch perſons, not altogether Gods, nor yet 
ſimplie men, but inuented out a meane word and name for them, calling 
them Heroes, as it were halfe-gods,and ofthis word Heroes,or Heros,grow-

freeing them 2 Subſidys, theolonys, &f omnibus Reipub, munerib : Dated 
at Wekminſter the ſecond of March, withour fine or fee. How the ſaid He- 
ralds departed therewith (faith Stow) I haue not read: bur in the raigne of 
Henry the cight, the Biſhop of Durhams houſe, neare Charing Croſſe, be- 
ing takeninto the Kings hand; Cutbbert Tunſtall, Bilhop of Durham, was 
lodgedin this Cold-Harber. 

But in my judgement I ſtill digreſſe, or at leaſtwiſe driue off my Reader 
ouer long from the knowledge of the time of this mans death;which I can- 
not ſet downe neither certainly:yct I gather by circamſtances,that it ſhould 
be about the latter end of the raigne of king Hey. the ſcucnth.

A worke of admirable magnificence (faich Camden) built out of the 
ground by 7 bomas Wolſey Cardinall,in oſtentation of his riches, when for | 
very pride,being otherwiſe a moſt prudent man, be was notable tomanage 
his minde. Butit was made an Honor, cnlarged and finilhed by king He»- 
ry the cight ſo amply, as it containeth-within' it five ſeuerall inner Courts, 
paſſing large, enuironed with very faire buildings wroughtright curiouſly, 
and goodly to behold. Of which Leyland writcth thus:

The ancient Inhabitants of Middleſex, as alſo of Eſſex, were called by 
Ceſar, the Trinobantes, whom hee nameth to be the moſt puiſſant in the 
Land, with whom he and his armic had many bloudie bickerings nere and 
vpon the bankes of the riuer of Tames, wherein many were laine on ci- 
ther (ide, which lic interred in the fields twixt Shepperton and Stanes. 
Some affirme Stancs (faith Norden) to be ſocalled of the Stakes, called 
Goway Stakes, which were fixed inthe Thames by the Britons,to preuent 
I#l;w Ceſar of paſſing his armic through the river. Of which, and of the 
conflias and skirmiſhes betwixt the Britaincs and Romanes, thus venera- 
ble Bede writes. 

Ceſ«rs Horſemen at the firſt encounter, were ouerthrowne of the Bri- 
taines, and Labiewxs oge of his Colonels ſlaine. Ar the ſecond encounter, 

with great loſſe of his Army, he put the Britaines to flight, From thence 
he went vnto the riueref Tames, which men ſay cannot bee waded ouer, 
but in one place: where onthe farther ſide, a great number of the Britaines 


bottome of the riuer, and the bankes alſo thicke of great ſtakes, whereof 


a mans thigh, coucred with lead, fticking faſt inthe botrome of the river; 
which when the Romanes had cſpied, and cſcaped, the Britaines, not able 
to withſtand the violence of the Roman Legions, hid themſelues in the 


Army of the Romanes. 

In and about Brainford or Brentford, the bodies of many a watlike 

Commander and cxpert Souldier lie inhumed, which were {laine in that 
rv" betwizt Edmund Ironfide, and the' Danes, 

which he had driucn from the ſiege of London; at a place now called Turn- 

ham Greene, thereunto adioyning; in which battaile he gaue the Danes 2 

bloudy ouerthrow, loſing few of his armic, ſaue ſuch as were drowned in 

therinerof Tames as ay aſſed oucr. 

In the yearc, 7 141.an day bcingthe Paſchall, whereon Chriſt roſe 

from death, (which with due reucrence is celebrated inall the Chriſtian 


world) vpon Gladmorc heath, halfe a mile from Barnet, was foughten a

| In this battaile vpon King Edward part were ſlaine, Humfrey Boaurchier | Burials of the 
| Lord Cromwell, Henry Bowrchier, ſonne and heirc to the Lord Barneys, _— 
both buricd at Weſtminſter. In the quarrell of King Henry, were ſlaine the | 
forclaid Richard Neuill Earle of Warwicke, and 195» Newill, Marqueſle 
Montacute his brother, bothburiedar Bilham Abbey in Barkefhire; thebo- 
dies ofmany others of the Nobilitic and Gentric, on both parties which 
periſhed in this vnnaturall conflict, had Chriſtian buriall in the Frier 4«- 
guſtines Church London. The common Souldiers,as alſo many Comman- 
| ders, were buried vpon the ſame Plaine where the foreſaid battaile was 
ſtrucken: to whoſe memory a Chappell was built vpon the ſaid Plaine, and 
a Prieſt appointed to ſay Maſle for their ſoulzs, as the dofrine went in 
thoſe daies. 

Vpon both ſides of common Souldiers,there died that holy Eaſter day, 
as then the 1 4.of Aprill, ſaith £4. Ha4,ten thouſand: foure thouſand, ſaith 
Io. Stow, and Rob. Fabian ſaith, (farre leſlce) fifreenc hundred, fo vncer- 
taine, as I haue ſaid before, is the number ot the dead {laine in batcaile. | 

Howſocuer a part onely of Hertford({hire is compriſed within this Dio- Cond, in Her | 
ceſle, yet giue me leaue to ſay ſomewhat in this place, of the whole Coun- | "Hom 
ty : Arich Countrie (ſaith C/arewcresw.x) in corne Fields, Paſtures, Me- 
dowes, VVoods, Groues, and cleere riuerets. And for ancient townes it 
may contend with the neighbours, cuen for the beſt. For, there is ſcarcely 
another inall England that can ſhew more good townes in ſo ſmall a com. 
paſle;zthe whole circumference of the Shire being but about an hundred and 
thirtic miles. 

In this County, and in the towne of S. Albans, two mortall and bloudy p 
battels of Englands ciuill diſſentions, haue beenc fought. The firſt where- ta —_— 
of chanced the 24. of May, Azno 1455.by Richard, Duke of Yorke,with | 
his aſſociates, the Earles of VWVarwicke and Salisbury, and Lords of Fav. | - 
conbridge, and Cobham, againſt King Herry the ſix. In whole defence, 
Edmund, Duke of Somerſer, Henry, Earle of Northumberland, and 104», 
| Lord Clifford, with fiue thouſand more, loſt their liues, che King himſelte 
| was woundedin the necke with an arrow, the Duke of Buckingham, and 

Lord S»dley, in their faces; Humfrey Earle Stafford in hisright hand, and 
| the Earle Dorſet almoſt \|laine. On the Dukes part, onely fixe hundred 
were (laine. Of which barrel], and of the timerous flight of the Souldiers on 
the Kings partic, the learned Abbot of Saint Albans, 19x y/hearham/tead,

houſes of Lancaſter and Yorke, bereft,as it were, of vitall breath, was rea- 
dy through a ciuill warre to ſinke downe and fall in a ſwoune: the chicfe 
Captaincs on both ſides ioyned battaile twiſe with reciprocall varietic of 
fortune in the very towne. Firſt, Richard Duke of Yorke gaue the L1n-| 
caſtrians here a ſore ouerthrow, tooke King Henry the fixt captiuc, and 
ſlew many honourableperſonages. Foure yearesafter, the Lancaftrians vn-

The bodies of ſuchof the Nobility, and others of cmincnt ranke and 
qualitie which loſt their liues in theſe mortall contentions, were buricd in 
the Abbey Church, (as I hauc partly touched before) in Saint Peters,and 
in other religious StruQures, accordingly as they were befriended; the 
common Souldicrs were buried in Church-yards, and vpon a little greene 
art the Townes end, called No mans land, which lies berwixt the two waics 
(as I rake it) leading to Luton,and Sandridge. 

Nere vnto thc roade high way (faith Camden in this tra&t) betweene 
Stenenhaugh and Knebworth (the ſear of the worſhipfull houſe ofthe Lic- 
£085, deſcended from Litton in Darbiſhire) I ſaw certaine round hils caſt 
vp by mans hands, ſuch asthe old Romans wete wont to reare for Souldi.

What way (faith Cemdes in Eſſex) this country looketh toward Cam- 
bridgeſbire, Barklow ſhewcth it ſelfe, well knowne now,by reaſon of foure 

lircle hils or Burries caſt vp by mans hand:ſuch as in old time were wontto 
be raiſed, as Tombes for Souldiers ſlaine, whoſe reliques were not cafic to 
be found. But when a fifth and ſixth of chem were nor long ſince digged 

downe, three troughes of ſtone were four 1, and in them, broken bones of 
men, as I was informed. The country people ſay, that they were rearcd 


bloud-red berries, commeth vp here plenteouſly,they Mill call by noother 
name, then Dancs-bloud, of the number of Danes that there were flaine, 
verily beleeuing that it bloometh from their bloud. 

The pariſh Church of Aſhdown, or Afandun, gines buriall to the 
{laughtered bodies of many brauc Engliſh Souldiers: for Edmerd, firna- 
med /r9»fide, King of England, hauing fought ſixe battcls with the Danes,

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It is written of 4e//itas, that when vpon a certaine time the Citic of 
' Canterbury was by negligence ſet on fire, and began to waſte and conſume 
away by much increaſing of the flames, ſo that no helpe of man, nor caſt- 
ing of water thereon, was able toquench or ſtay the ſame, the greateſt part 
of the citic being at lengthaimoſt burnt, and the furious flaſhes extending 
themſclues euen vnto the Biſhops place: this good Biſhop ſecing mans 
| helpe now to faile, anditruſting onely in the aide and ſuccour of almighcy 

God, commanded that he might be carried ont of his houſe,and ſet againſt 
theſe fierce flames of fire, piercing and flying all roundabour. 

Now wherethe greateſt rage of this burning was; there was the _ of 
Martyrdome of the foure holy crowned Saints. VVhan then the Bilhop by 
his ſervants was bronght forth , and ſer in rhis place, here he began with 
prayer (ficke as he was, for he was often naked with infirmiticsof body, 
and much gricucd with the Gowte, notwithſtanding cuer whole and ſound 


 ckedby bis | of minde) to driue away the peril of the fire : which the ſtout ſtrength of

© But now by acerraine peculiar ſpite and enuy of Nature, that ſuffereth 
the greedy ſeato haue whatit will, and encroch ſtill without all end, the 
oreateſt art thereof1s violently carried away with the waues, and it licth 
(as it werc) deſolate. 

The common fame and report of the Inhabitants is, that before the 
rowne came to decay, there belonged thereunto, two and fifty religious 
houſes, as pariſh Churches, Priorics, Hoſpitals, and Chappels; as many 
Windmils, and as many toppe Ships. But certaineir is, as appeareth by 
manifeſt and ſound Record which I hane ſcene (faith Srow) that euen of 
late time, there was within the ſaid rowne, [ixe pariſh Churches, two hou- 


three Chappels: foure of theſe parilh Churches are now of late ſwallowed 
vp in the Sea, and but two of them remaining on the land, to wit, Saint 
Peters, and All Saints, The Inhabitants of Dunwich deſiring ſuccour for 
their Towne, againſt the rage of the Sea, athrme thar a great [picce of a 
Forreſt, ſometime thereby, is deuoured and turned tothe vic of the Sea.

The other Hoſpitali was of the holy Trinitie, and was, andis, called the 
Maſon Ditr, whereof the Church is now pulled downe, and decaied by the 
meanes of ſuch cuill Maſters and conetons perfons, as decayed the other 
Hoſpital. Bur there ts yetdiuers renements, houſes, lands, and rents,remai- 
ning ro che vle of the poore of theſame Hoſpital}, The which atafor Dies 
was an houſe of great priuiſedpe, and a place exempr, and there was a very 
lictle proper huuſe, and a proper lodging for the Maſters of the ſame, for

And further you ſhall certainly vndcrſtand, that when Saint 10.» 
Church was taken downe, there lay a very plaine faire Graueſtone in the. 
Chancell; and when ir was raiſed and taken vp, next vnder the ſame 
Graueſtone wasa great hollow ſtone, hollowed afterthe faſhion of a man, 
fora man to lyc in: and thercin a man lying witha paire of Bootes v Pon 
his legges, the forepart of the feere of them peicked, after a ſtrange falbion, 
and a paire of Challices of courſe metrall lying vpon his breaſt, the which 
was thought to be one ofthe Bilhops of Donwiche, bur when they rouched 
and ſtirred the ſame dead body, it fell, and wentall to powder and duſt. 

And although theſc aforeſaid three old Churches were not ſumptuous, 
great, & very faire,after the manner & faſhion of Cathedral Churches now 
vled,yer it ſcemeth they might ſerue in thoſedaies very wellzfor it plainely 
appareth in the book of the deſcription of England, andin the title of Bi- 
ſhoprickes and their Sees, the thirteenth chapter, whereas theſe words fol- 
lowingare ſaid. T ake beede, forin the beginning of holy Church in Eng- 
land , Biſhops ordained, and had their Sces in low places and ſimple, 
that were conueniable and meete for contemplation and deuotion,&c. But 
in King Wifiem the Conquerours time by doome of Law Canon, it was 
otherwiſcordained, that Biſhops ſhould remoue, and come out of ſmall 
rownes, and to haue their Sces1n great Cities. By mcanes whereof, it ſee- 
meth that the towne of Donwiche being then greatly decayed, and alſo| 
then likely more and more to decay (as it hath done indeed) from a great 
citic (as ſome doe ſay) or atthe lcaſt from a very great ancient Towne, to 
2 little ſmall Towne, the Biſhops ſcat of Donwich, was remoucd from 
Donwich to Elmham, and Thetford, and afterward tothe Citic of Nor- 
wich, whezcasit yet remaincth. 

T here was a Mintin Dunwich; for, once Maſter He7iday told mee that 
he had a grote, whoſe ſuperſcription on the one ſide, was Cruiras Donwic, 
Diuers other things he told mc of to make it a citic. The Treatiſe is much 
longer, but enough is already deliuered: 
The ſuccefhion of the Bilhops of Dunwich, is ſet downe by Bilbop God- 
win, to which Ircfer my Reader.

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Bury Saint Edmunds, or Saint Edmundsbury, 


This Town ſeemeth (faith Camden)to hauc been of famous memory,con- 
fidering that. when Chriſtian Religion began toſpring vpin this tract, king 
Stigebert here founded a Church, and it was "called Yillam: Regiam, thatis, 
4 royall rowne. But after that the people had tranſlated hither the body of 
Edmund, that moſt chriſtian King, whom the Danes with exquiſite tor- 
ments had put to death, and built in honour of him, a very great Church, 
wrought with a wonderfull frame of timber: itbegan to be called Edmwn- 
di Burg, commonly Saint Edmundsbury, and more ſhortly, Bury. Bur cl- 

ecially ſince that King Caw»tws, for to expiate the ſacrilegious impictie of 
his Father Swenw againſt this Church, being often aftrighted with a viſi- 


| on ofthe ſeeming-ghoſt of Saint Edwwnd, built it againcof a new worke, 


enriched it, offcred his owne Crowne vnto the holy Martyr, brought vnto 
ir, Monkes with their Abbor, and gaue vnto it many fairc and large Man- 
nors, and among other things, the Towne it ſelfe tull and whole : ouer 
which, the Monkes themſclues by their Seneſchall had rule and iuriſdi. 
ion. Thus XK nuts Charter began.

l The Abbot and Couent of the Monaſterie, gouerned the Towneſmen 


and all within Banna Leuca, within the bounds of a mile from the towne, 
by their Steward, who euer 


cluded with a fearcfull curſe ro the infringers thercof, and a bleffing to all 
ſuch that did any way better her ample endowments: the Charter is ſigned 

withthe marke, whichis the croflc, and che conſent of thirty and fiue wit 

neſlcs, of which afew, as followeth.

Aﬀer Knut, one Harney, the Sacriſt comming of the Norman bloud, 
| compaſſed the Burgh round about with a wail, whereof there remaine ſtil] 
ſome few reliques, and Abbot Xewpore walled the Abbey. The Biſhop of | 
Rome endowed it with very great immunirics, and ameng other things 
granted, Thar the ſaid place ſhould be ſubic to no Biſhop in any macter, 
and in matters lawfull to depend vpon the pleaſure and dircfion of the 
Archbiſhop, which is yet ob(crued at this day. 

And now by this time the Monkes abounding in wealth, ereAcd a new 
Church, of a ſumptuous and ſtately building, enlarging it cuery day more 
then other with new workes, and whiles they laid the Foundation of a 
new Chappell, in the raigne of Edward the firſt, There were found (as E- 
werſdena Monke of this = writeth) the walles of a certainc old Church, 
built round, fo, as that the Altar ſtood (as it were) in the mids, and we veri. 
ly thinke, faith he, it was that which was firſt buile ro Saine ſeruice. 

But what manner of towne this was, and how great che Abbey was 
while it ſtood, heare Lelayd ſpeake, who faw it ſtanding. The Sunne, faith 
he, hath not ſcene cirher a Citie more finely (cated, (fo delicately ftandeth 
it vpon the caſie aſcent, or hanging of an hill, and a little river runneth 
downe on the Eaſt ſide thereof) or a goodlier Abbey; whether a man indif- 
ferently conſider, cither the endowment with reuenues, or the largencſlc, 
or the incomparable magnificence thereof, A man that ſaw the A 
would ſay verily it werea Citic:ſ6 _—_—_—_— chere arc in ir, and ſome of 
brafſe,ſomany Towers,& a moſt ſtately Chutch:vpon which,attend*three 
others alſo ſtandinggloriouſly in one and the ſame Church: yard;all of paſ- 
fing fineand curious workmanſhip.

Nocwithſtanding this oath, the Towneſmen, now and then, fell ſo foule 
vpon the Abbot and Couent, that they impriſoned the Abbor, ſtrucke 
the Monkes with the Bailiffes and Officers belonging to the Abbey, aſſaul. 
red the Abbey gares, ſer fire on them, and burned them with diuers houſes 
necre adioyniny, that belonged to the Monaſterie. They burnt a Mannor 
of the Abbots, called Holderneſle Barne; with rwo other Mannors, called 
the Almoners barne, and Haberdone, alſo the Granges that ſtood with- 
out the South. gate, and the Mannor of Weſtlic,in which places they burnt 
in corne and graine, to the value ofa thouſand pounds. They entred into 
the Abbey court, and burnt all che hoviſes on the north fide; as Stables, 
Brewhoules, Garners, and other ſuch neceflary houſes: They burned the 
Mote hall, and Bradford hall, with the new hall, and diuers Chambers and 
Sollers to the ſame halls annexed, with the Chappell of Saint Zasrence, at 
the end of the Hoſpitall hall, alſo the Mannor of Eldhall, the Mannor of 
Horninger, with all the corne and graine within and about the ſame. 

Aſſembling themſelues together in warlike order and aray, they afſaul- 
ted the ſaid Abbey, brake downe the gates, windowes, and dores, entred 
the houle by force, and aſſailing certaine Monkes and feruants that belon- 
ged ro the Abbot, did beat, wound, and cuill intreat them; brake open a 
number of cheſts, cofters, and forſſets, rooke out Chalices of gold and fil- 
uer, bookcs, veſtments, and other ornaments of the Church, beſide a great 
quantity of rich plate, and other furnitureof houſcho!d apparcil, armour, 
and other things, beſide fiue hundred pounds in ready coync,and alſo three 
thouſand Florens of gold. All theſe things they tooke and carried away, 
ropether with diuers Charters, Vritings, and Miniments; as three Char. 
ters of King K xute, foure Charters of King Hardicanste, one Charter of 
King Edward the C onfeſſor, two Charters of King Henry the firſt, and 0. 
ther two Charters of King Henry the third, which Charters concerned

Saracens. She was married ar eighteene yeares of age, and outlining her 
firſt husband (nominated in the Roll) ſhe degenerated fo farre in the cleci- 
on of another, as that ſhe made choiſe of one Raph de Monte-hermer ſome. 
times her husbands and herſeruant. Shedied hereat her Mannour of Clarc 
thetenth of May, in the yeare 1305. |

Elmham pagus 06ſcurrs et ignobilis - an obſcure little village, and of no 
eſtimation, ſaich Harpsfield, Secul.8.cap.g. was thus honoured and cn- 
riched with che reſidence of many reuercnd holy Biſhops,ſuccefſively from 
Baldwin who was the firſt, vntill by reaſon of the great troubles of thoſe 
times in the Daniſh warres, this See, as alſo the otker at Dunwich, ſtood 
voide almoſt an hundred yeares, vntill King Edwy, the twentie ninth Mo- 
narch of the Engliſhmen , about the yeare 955. preferred. one Athulfe to 
this Biſhopricke of the Eaſt Angles, who gouerned the whole Dioceſlc 
alone,and conſtantly kept his abode here at Elmham aforeſaid; after whom 
ſucceeded A41frid, T beodred, and Theodred, A thelſtan, Alzar, Alwyn, Al- 
fricke, and Alfrey, atter him Srigand, who enioying the place but a ſhorr 
time, was depriued; the like happened to Gri#ketel! his ſucceſſour,who be. 
ing conuicted to haue vſed vnlawtull meanes in obtaining this Dignitie, 
was likewiſe depriued, and St:gand reſtored roit againe, From whence he 
was aduanced to the See of Wincheſter, and after ro the Archbiſhopricke 
of Canterbury; and being ſo preferred, hee found the meanes to procure 
{ this Bilhopricke of the Eaſt-Angles, vnto Ezelmare his brother. All theſe 
| Biſhops vnrill the time of py/l:am the Conquerour, had their Sces here 
at Elmham. | 


The ſaid Conquerour ſubſtituted his Chaplaine Arfaftes in the place of 
Ezelmare, by whoſc aduice the Sce was tran{lated from Elmham to Thet- 


ford, a man very vnlearned, and of no extraordinary parts at all - bein 
Chaplaine to the Conquerour, who was then but Duke of Normandy, he 
would needs make a journey to Beccoin Normandy, where Lanfranke (af- 
terwards Archbiſhop of Ganterbury) was then Abbot, as alſo where Ar- 
| aft had beene a Monke, and well cſteemed of for his learning, becauſc 
that before Larfranks comming, he was Luſcus inter Strabones amongſt 
[number of drones mecrely vnlearned,onely alittle ſmattering of lcarning 
he had, with which he made a faire ſhew. But now by this time, by Zax- 
franks meanes,the monaſtery of Becco was become cuen a very Vniucrlity; 
fouriſhing with ail knowledge of good letters. | 

Hither 4rf«/{s coming, after a pompous and bragging manner, atten- 
ded with a great troupe: Lanfranke,who by and by atthe firſt blulh cſpicd 
Arfaſtas his ignorance, cauſed an Abcee to be laid before him, feroctam ho- 
minis Italica facetia illsdens, mocking the pride of the man with an [ralian 
wittic icaſt: which icaſt or icering ſcoffe, Arfaſts ſorooke to hearr, as hee 
[ncuer lynne till he had cauſed the Duke to baniſh Lanfravke out of Nor-

| burnt; 
- Tris thought, ſaith Zollinſbead, that the Prior of the houſe, whoſe name 
was IWillian de Brunham, was the occaſion of all this miſchicte, who had 
gat together armed men, and tooke vpon to keepe the Belfray and Church 
by force of armes; but the Prior was well enough borne out and defended 
by this his Biſhop.

But to returne, this Earle had, together with his learning, wiſedome, for- 
tirude, muniticence, and aftabilitie; yet all theſe good and excellent parts 
were no protefions againſt the Kings diſpleaſure. For, vpon the ewelfth 
of December, the laſt of King Henry the eight, he with his Father Thomas 
Duke of Norfolke, vpon certaine ſurmiſes of Treaſon, were commirred to 


the Tower of London, the one by water, the other by land, ſo that the one 


knew not of the others apprehenſion ; The fifteenth day of Tanuary next 
following, hee was arraigned at Guild Hall London , where the greateſt 
| matter a[ledged againſt him, was, for bearing certaine Armes, that were 
faid belonged to the King and Prince ; the bearing whereot hee juſtified. 
To be ſhort (for ſo they were with him) hee was found guilty by eweluc 
common TIuriars, had judgement of death, and vponthe ninercenth day of 
the ſamemoneth (nine dayes before the death of the ſaid King Henry the 
eight) was beheaded at Tower Hill. He was firſt interred in the Chappell

{hrinke and recule, that they had the day of the Danes, and the King with 
the States of the kingdome aſcribed the vitory and their owne ſafety vnro 
his valour and prowelle. VWhereupon in this place, the moſt battle and 
fruitfall grounds were afhgned vnto him and his heires, who in tcltimony 
hereof, haue (ct ouer their coat a yoke for their Creaft. | 

Of which memorableexploite, tothe further honour of this ancientand 
Princely great Family, 70hn Tonſten of Aberdon , that ingenious learned
